They hoped thus to 
draw the fire of any lurking enemy, 
but failed to find a single man to op­ 
pose them. At 6 o’clock they took 
charge of the city entirely, although 
it had virtually been theirs since the 
fighting of the early night. 
The most rem arkable part of the 
fight put up by th e Federal garrison 
and the volunteers within the city 
limits is the fact that at most part 
of the day’s fighting and during all 
th at of the long night of incessant 
vigilance and continuous firing, they 
were practically without superior of­ 
ficers.

Y esterday a num 
ber o f sen ators, including P enrose of 
P en n sylvan ia, clea rly estab lish ed the 
truth of th e charge th at th e tariff lob ­ 
by in Washington, in connection with 
the pending bill, is exceedingly num ­ 
erous, while the testimony of Senator 
Kenyon, showing the attem pts of lob­ 
b yists, w hether paid or w orking for 
se lf-in te r e st, to get on the blipd side 
o f C ongressm en through dinners and 
other social a tten tion s, bore out the 
ch arge of th e in sid iou s character of 
the lobby. 
‘‘I don’t mind a man m asing an a r­ 
gument to me on the tariff, but what 
I object to is the deception practiced 
by the wool growers 
in 
my 
state,” 
Senator Pittman told 
the 
Overman 
committee. “ I know personally that 
the sentiment of the people of Neva­ 
da is opposed to a duty on sugar and 


J wool; that but a few persons engag- 
( ed in the wool business are deeply in­ 
terested in schedule K. Yet the wool 
growers are seeking to deceive their 
representatives into believing that a 
large majority of the people of Ne­ 
vada are demanding a tariff duty on 
wool, which I know to be untrue, and 
are trying to make it appear that 
wool-growing is the principal indus­ 
try o fthe s ate, which I know is not 
the case. It is this deception which to 
my mind establishes argum ent for or 
against legislation and lobbying in 
an objectionable sense.” 
Again and again Senator 
Pittman 
denounced this character of lobby­ 
ing, which was done mainly by mail 
and telegraph, as “ deliberate decep­ 
tion and m isrepresentation,” and as 
“highly offensive and objectionable.” 
Senator Pommerene said 
between 
200 and 300 men had seen him in re­ 
gard to the tariff bill, and that one 
m anufacturing concern 
had caused 
to be sent to him 3,000 letters plead­ 
ing for protection on sugar.

Ransdell 
of 
louisiana 
thought the sugar grow ers’ lobby is 
an entirely proper one but that the 
lobbying of Frank C. Lowry of New 
York for free sugar is the only ob­ 
jectionable lobbying that he has en­

pending bill. 
Senator Stephenson of Wisconsin 
testified to owning the majority of 
stock in a lumber company that pro­ 
duces 150,000,000 feet of lumber a 
year, and also has interest in the 
paper business. 
Senator Owen said a patent medi­ 
cine lobby last year that spent $50,- 
00 in an advertising campaign de­ 
feated his bill for a Department of 
Healfh.

A QI EEK COLONY OF 
GREEK MONKS 


Athens.—It is reported 
that 
the 
monks of Mont Athos, the celebrated 
monastry on the coast of the Aegean 
Sea. are planning to send the imper­ 
ial robe and crown used by the By­ 
zantine emperors now in their pos­ 
session, to Athens for the use of King 
Constantine in his coronation. It is 
said that the crown, which is studded 
with gems, may become the perma­ 
nent Grecian crown. The robe which 
is covered with beaten gold, weighs 
fifty pounds. 
Among the picturesque survivals of 
an age long past, bringing *he lapse 
of centuries with unchanged customs 
and venerable domiciles, is the mon­ 
astic republic of Mount Athos with its 
936 churches and chapels amid the 
olive groves. In that Eveless Eden— 
for no woman or even a female ani­ 
mal is allowed to live there—live five 
thousand monks belonging to thirty 
orders. 
The buildings with the exception of 
tho buried dwellings of Pompeii, are 
; the odest specimens of domestic arch- 
(itecture in Europe. Tradition places 
the date of the oldest building on the 
mountain a1 about 300 A. D. In the 
libraries are illustrated m anuscripts 
of rare value and the greatest collec­ 
tion of paintings of the Byzantine 
school. 
Mount Athos is about eighty miles 
from Saloniki. At the time of the 
(Byzantine Empire it was the center 
of Greek theology and learning. All 
the customs of this early period have 
been preserved faithfully. It is still 
the storehouse of Greek m anuscripts 
relating to the New Testament. 
In 
the original Greek are various ver­ 
sions and interpretaions of the acts 
of Christ. 
M ount A thos is a real republic. The 
m o n k s govern th em selv es without In­ 
terferen ce of T urkey or any other 
country. T he on ly p olice force is the 
m e n w h o p a tr o l th e c o a st to keep o u t 
w o m en a n d m e n w h o have no prm it 
to e n te r th e s a c r e d 
c o n fin e s. 
O n ly
